under the age of eighteen years (or over said age, but physically 
or mentally incapacitated from earning), upon the parent with 
whom he or they are living at the time of the death of such 
parent, there being no surviving dependent parent. In case of 
divorce the charging of * * * any portion of the support and 
maintenance of a child upon one of the divorced parents, or any 
voluntary contribution toward the support of a child by such di-
vorced parent, or an obligation to support a child by such di-
vorced parent shall be held to constitute a living with the parent 
so charged.
